UAE court issues 
death sentence in 
American killing

DUBAI, United Arab Emir¬ 
ates (AP) — A court in the 
United Arab Emirates sen¬ 
tenced to death a woman 
convicted of murdering an 
American teacher with a 
butcher knife in the bath¬ 
room of an upscale Abu 
Dhabi mall, the state news 
agency WAM reported 
Monday. 

Attacks against foreigners 
are rare in the UAE, which 
is home to the popular 
tourist destination of Dubai 
and where expatriates far 
outnumber Emirati citizens. 
Police said at the time of 
the attack in December 
that the attacker had tar¬ 
geted her victim based on 
nationality alone in an at¬ 
tempt to create chaos in 
the country. She had also 
planted a bomb outside 
another American's house 
that was discovered be¬ 
fore it detonated. 

The attacker was identified 
as Emirati national Alaa 
Bader Abdullah al-Hashe- 
mi, a 30-year-old mother of 
six, according to the Abu 
Dhabi-based The National 
newspaper. International 
media were not allowed 
inside the courtroom to 
cover the trial. 

The murder of school¬ 
teacher Ibolya Ryan, 47, 
left a trail of blood in fhe 
public restroom at the mall 
in the capital’s upscale 
Reem Island. The attacker 
wore the full black garment 
and face veil tradition¬ 
ally worn by local women

(AP) — Two convicted 
murderers who eluded a 
massive manhunt for three 
weeks planned to drive 
to Mexico after escaping 
prison but ended up walk¬ 
ing toward Canada when 
their ride backed out — fi¬ 
nally splitting up in their fi¬ 
nal days of freedom. New 
York Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
said Monday. 

David Sweat, 35, was hos¬ 
pitalized in serious condi¬ 
tion after being shot twice 
in the torso by a state 
trooper and captured 
Sunday near the Cana¬ 
dian border. Cuomo said 
Sweat has begun provid¬ 
ing information about his 
audacious escape from 
the maximum-security Clin¬ 
ton Correctional Facility on 
June 6 with Richard Matt 
and their weeks on the 
lam. Matt was killed by of¬ 
ficers on Friday. 

Prosecutors have previ¬ 
ously said prison tailor shop 
employee Joyce Mitchell 
got close to the men and 
agreed to be their get¬ 
away driver but backed 
out because she felt guilty. 
Authorities also have 
said they discussed killing 
Mitchell’s husband, match¬ 
ing the newly detailed ac¬ 
count provided by Cuomo 
on the Capitol Pressroom 
radio program. 

“They would kill Mitchell’s 
husband and then get 
in the car and drive to 
Mexico on the theory that 
Mitchell was in love with 
one or both of them, and 
then they would go live 
happily ever after, which 
is a fairy tale that I wasn’t 
read as a child,” the gov¬ 
ernor said. “When Mitch¬ 
ell doesn’t show up, the 
Mexico plan gets foiled, 
and then they head north 
toward Canada.” 

Matt had previously fled to 
Mexico after killing and dis¬ 


membering his former boss 
in 1997. 

Matt and Sweat appar¬ 
ently spent more than two 
weeks together roaming 
the thick northern New 
York woods. Authorities be¬ 
lieve they traveled mostly 
at night and managed to 
procure food, a gun and 
other supplies from hunting 
camps and seasonal cab¬ 


ins. 

Cuomo said the two men 
split up about five days 
ago. Matt had blisters on 
his feet — searchers found 
his bloody socks — and 
Sweat thought his 49-year- 
old escape partner was 
holding him back. 

“Sweat felt that Matt was 
slowing him down,” Cuo¬ 
mo said. 


Sweat was captured Sun¬ 
day in town of Constable, 
about 30 miles (48 kilome¬ 
ters) northwest of the pris¬ 
on, after New York State 
Police Sgt. Jay Cook spot¬ 
ted him while on routine 
patrol. Cook shot Sweat as 
he fled toward a stand of 
trees. 

Sweat had a bag contain¬ 
ing maps, tools, bug repel¬ 
lent and Pop Tarts when he 
was shot by Cook. Sweat 
was unarmed at the time, 
authorities said. 

Sweat was airlifted to Alba¬ 
ny Medical Center, where 
he was upgraded from 
critical to serious condition 
after doctors determined 
overnight that he didn’t 
need immediate surgery. 
He is expected to stay at 
the hospital for a few days 
while his condition stabi¬ 
lizes, according to hospital 
officials. 

Mitchell and corrections 
officer Gene Palmer have 
been charged in con¬ 
nection with the escape. 


Mitchell pleaded not guilty 
June 15 to charges includ¬ 
ing felony promoting prison 
contraband. 

Palmer is charged with pro¬ 
moting prison contraband, 
tampering with physical 
evidence and official mis¬ 
conduct. He waived his 
right to a preliminary hear¬ 
ing in a Plattsburgh, New 
York, court on Monday, 
clearing the way for poten¬ 
tial grand jury action. 
Palmer has told investiga¬ 
tors he provided Matt and 
Sweat with tools, paint, 
frozen hamburger and ac¬ 
cess to a catwalk electrical 
box. But he said he never 
knew of their escape plans. 
His attorney has said he will 
plead not guilty. 

Sweat had been serving 
a sentence of life without 
parole in the killing of a 
sheriff's deputy in Broome 
County in 2002. Matt was 
serving 25 years to life for 
the killing and dismember¬ 
ing of his former boss in 
western New York. □ 
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Supreme Court rules Texas abortion clinics can remain open

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
acted Monday to keep 
Texas’ 19 abortion clinics 
open, amid a legal fight 
that threatens to close 
more than half of them. 
The justices voted 5-4 to 
grant an emergency ap¬ 
peal from the clinics after a 
federal appeals court up¬ 
held new clinic regulations 
and refused to keep them 
on hold while the clinics 
appealed to the Supreme 
Court. The court’s decision 
to block the regulations is a 
strong indication that the 
justices will hear the full ap¬ 
peal, which could be the 
biggest abortion case at 
the Supreme Court in near¬ 
ly 25 years. 

The Supreme Court order 
will remain in effect at least 


until the court decides 
whether to hear the clinics' 
appeal of the lower court 
ruling, not before autumn. 

If the court steps in, the 
hearing and the eventual 
ruling would come amid 
the 2016 presidential cam-

paign. 

An opposite ruling would 
have allowed the state to 
move ahead with regula¬ 
tions requiring abortion fa¬ 
cilities to be constructed 
like surgical centers. Doc¬ 
tors at all clinics also would 
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be required to have admit¬ 
ting privileges at a local 
hospital. 

The clinics said enforcing 
the new regulations would 
lead to a second major 
wave of clinic closures 
statewide since the law 
was enacted in 2013. Texas 
had 41 abortion clinics in 
2012; 19 remain. 

The admitting privileges re¬ 
quirement already is in ef¬ 
fect in much of the state. 
Stephanie Toti, a lawyer for 
the Center for Reproduc¬ 
tive Rights that is represent¬ 
ing the clinics, said some 
clinics that closed because 
doctors lacked admitting 
privileges might be able 
to reopen. The regulations 
would have left the state 
with no clinic west of San 
Antonio. Only one would 
have been able to oper¬ 
ate on a limited basis in the 
Rio Grande Valley. 

The Supreme Court also is 
weighing an appeal from 


Mississippi, which is seeking 
to enforce an admitting 
privileges requirement that 
would close the last abor¬ 
tion clinic in the state. A dif¬ 
ferent three-judge panel of 
the same federal appeals 
court, the New Orleans- 
based 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, has blocked 
the Mississippi law. 

In November 2013, Jus¬ 
tice Stephen Breyer wrote 
that four justices probably 
would want to review the 
constitutionality of the Tex¬ 
as regulations. Last year, 
the high court prevented 
enforcement while the 
case was on appeal to the 
5th Circuit. 

Backers of the regulations 
say they are common- 
sense measures intended 
to protect women. Abor¬ 
tion rights groups say the 
regulations have only one 
aim; to make it harder, if 
not impossible, for women 
to get abortions in Texas.Q 


California Legislature passes a strict, 
controversial school vaccination bill

Children whose parents re¬ 
fuse vaccination can try to 
obtain a medical exemp¬ 
tion or be homeschooled. 
Otherwise, school-age chil¬ 
dren who claim a personal 
belief exemption will need 
to get fully vaccinated by 


kindergarten and seventh 
grade, the state’s two vac¬ 
cine checkpoints. 
Democratic Gov. Jerry 
Brown has not said if he 
would sign it. 

Parents opposed to the 
bill vowed to take legal 
action even though the 
issue has been upheld in 
court, including by the Su¬ 
preme Court. Other par¬ 
ents cheered the legisla¬ 
tive vote and immediately 
turned their attention to 
swaying Brown. 

Brown has 12 days to de¬ 
cide the bill. “The governor 
believes that vaccinations 
are profoundly important 
and a major public health 
benefit, and any bill that 
reaches his desk will be 
closely considered,” gov¬ 
ernor's spokesman Evan 
Westrup has repeated in

Mother pleads guilty to killing 
2 kids found in home freezer

DETROIT (AP) — A U.S. wom¬ 
an pleaded guilty Monday 
to killing two of her children 
and storing their bodies in 
a home freezer, telling a 
judge that she had no re¬ 
morse for beating and suf¬ 
focating them. 

Mitchelle Blair, 36, of De¬ 
troit, Michigan, has never 
challenged allegations 
that she killed her 13-year- 
old daughter and 9 year- 
old son. She pleaded guilty 
to first-degree murder with¬ 
out any deal with prosecu¬ 
tors — an extraordinary 
move — and said she 
would have accepted the 
death penalty if the state 
of Michigan had it. 

Blair was arrested in March, 
after deputies carrying out 
an eviction at her apart¬ 
ment found the bodies 
of her children in a deep 
freezer. She said she at¬ 
tacked the children months 
apart in 2012 and 2013. 


Blair said she intended 
to kill her daughter, Stoni 
Blair, but didn’t know the 
abuse of her son, Stephen 
Berry, would be fatal. Blair 
alleged the children had 
sexually abused a sibling, 
though she said she didn't 
witness the alleged as¬ 
saults and didn’t get po¬ 
lice involved because she 
feared she would lose her 
other two children. 

“I don’t regret none of this,” 
Blair told Judge Dana Ha¬ 
thaway during the hearing. 
“I don't feel no remorse 
for the death of those de¬ 
mons.” 

Mental health experts had 
found Blair competent to 
face charges. She faces 
life in prison with no chance 
for parole. The judge asked 
a series of questions about 
what happened. Blair said 
she repeatedly beat Stoni 
and Stephen, and poured 
scalding water on them. 
She said she made Stephen 
drink window cleaner. □

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Bomb kills Egypt’s top prosecutor as he drives to work

CAIRO (AP) — A car bomb 
killed Egypt's chief prose¬ 
cutor Monday in the coun¬ 
try's first assassination of a 
senior official in 25 years, 
marking what could be an 
escalation in a campaign 
by Islamic militants toward 
targeting leaders of a 
crackdown on the Muslim 
Brotherhood. 

Hisham Barakat led the 
prosecution of members of 
the Brotherhood and other 
Islamists, including former 
President Mohammed Mor- 
si, who was overthrown by 
the military in July 2013. The 
courts have been handing 
out mass death sentences 
against them in trials harsh¬ 
ly criticized as lacking due 
process. 

Monday’s assassination 
of the 65-year-old Bara¬ 
kat came on the eve of 
the second anniversary of 
the mass demonstrations 
against Morsi that led to his 
ouster. 

A car laden with explosives 
was detonated by remote 
control around 10 a.m. as 
Barakat’s motorcade left 
his home in the eastern 
district of Heliopolis, police 
said. He suffered multiple 
shrapnel wounds and was 


pronounced dead at 12:30 
p.m. following surgery, 
medical officials said. Five 
guards, two drivers and 
one civilian also were in¬ 
jured in the blast. 

An Egyptian militant group 
calling itself “Popular Re¬ 
sistance in Giza” claimed 
responsibility for the attack 
in an online statement, with 
photographs from the site 
of the bombing. The claim 
could not be independent¬ 
ly verified. In a statement, 
the Muslim Brotherhood 
denied responsibility, but 
blamed authorities for the 
violence. 

Authorities and pro-govern¬ 
ment TV networks blamed 
the Brotherhood, which 
they consider a terrorist 
group, broadly accusing it 
of orchestrating violence. 

A senior security official 
said an initial investigation 
showed that Islamic mili¬ 
tants along with the Broth¬ 
erhood were responsible, 
while the State Informa¬ 
tion Service said the killing 
“clearly shows the terrorist 
group’s violent discourse" 
and underscores its “rejec¬ 
tion of the state of law.” It 
equated the Brotherhood 
with extremist groups fight¬

Armenia: 

Protesters continue 
defying police

YEREVAN, Armenia 

(AP) — Thousands of 
demonstrators continued 
flooding a central avenue 
in the Armenian capital 
Monday, refusing to end 
their protest against a 
hike in electricity prices 
even after the president 
suspended the measure. 
The most serious unrest the 
impoverished ex-Soviet 
nation has seen in years 
casts a tough challenge to 
the leadership of Armenia, 
a close ally of Russia. 
Moscow, which has a 
military base in Armenia, 
has watched the protests 
with concern. 


On Sunday, the protest 
organizers cast President 
Serzh Sargsyan’s pledge to 
freeze the price increase as 
their victory and urged the 
demonstrators to unblock 
the street. 

But several thousand 
protesters refused to move 
and vowed to stay until 
the government annuls the 
hike. Police then warned 
it would move to disperse 
the rally, but didn't follow 
up on its threat. 

The crowds thinned to 
several hundred during 
daytime hours Monday as 
was the case in previous 
days, but swelled again 
to a few thousands in the 
evening. □

Celsius (96.8 F) before the 
party. 

The three tons of colored 
starch-based powder 
bought by the organizers 
from Tai Won, a seller in the 
island’s southern county of 
Yunlin, were flammable, 
said Chou Hui-fang, a rep¬ 
resentative of the seller. 
She said the buyer was 
informed about the risk of 
fire. 

“Whether it’s corn starch 
or flour starch, this kind of 
stuff, no matter how long 
it’s been around, if it’s in 
dense quantities and if 
it’s hot, it can catch fire,” 
Chou said. She said her 
4-year-old company has 
been questioned by po¬ 
lice and health officials 
but was not considered at 
fault. 

“We didn’t know what the 
buyers were going to do 
with it or how much they 
would use,” she said. “It 
might have been supplies 
for a whole year.” 

Taiwan Premier Mao Chi- 
kuo banned use of the 


powder at future private 
events. Colored powder 
is often thrown on revel¬ 
ers during the annual Holi 
celebrations in India and 
Nepal, a Plindu festival. 
The powder at Saturday’s 
party was made in Taiwan, 
Chou said. 

The water park was or¬ 
dered to close after the 
fire. 

Taiwan police recom¬ 
mended charges of pro¬ 
fessional neglect and 
public endangerment for 
party organizer Lu Chung- 
chi, who was arrested but 
released on bail of 1 million 
Taiwan dollars (US$32,000) 
and restricted from leav¬ 
ing the island, a New Tai¬ 
pei City police spokesman 
said. Local media photos 
showed Lu kneeling on 
the ground to apologize, 
pledging to take full re¬ 
sponsibility. Police also 
recommended charges 
for the stage hardware 
technician and the person 
responsible for shooting off 
the powder.

Governments sign pact to create Chinese-led Asian bank 


BEIJING (AP) — Envoys of 
governments that plan to 
join a Chinese-led Asian 
bank endorsed a structure 
Monday that gives Beijing 
the biggest voting stake at 
the start but no veto power. 
Each member of the Asian 
Infrastructure Investment 
Bank will receive voting 
shares in line with its con¬ 
tribution to the bank's 
planned $100 billion in cap¬ 
ital, under the proposed 
structure. As the biggest 
donor, Beijing would get 
26 percent of votes, with 


India in second-place with 
7.5 percent and Russia third 
with 5.9 percent. 

Beijing’s proposal for the 
AIIB attracted unexpect¬ 
edly wide support from U.S. 
allies including Britain, New 
Zealand, France, Australia 
and South Korea despite 
U.S. opposition. Washing¬ 
ton and its ally Japan have 
refrained from seeking 
membership. 

The Beijing-based bank 
is part of China's efforts 
to gain a bigger voice in 
global financial regulation 


that is dominated by the 
United States and Europe. 
The bank is intended to fi¬ 
nance investments in rail¬ 
ways, cargo ports and 
other trade links. The U.S. 
government had objected 
that the bank would under¬ 
cut existing institutions such 
as the World Bank and 
might allow looser lending 
standards. 

Some 57 governments 
have expressed interest in 
joining the AIIB, but not all 
signed Monday's agree¬ 
ment. The Philippines said 


it and six other countries 
including Thailand and 
South Africa would not sign 
immediately and had until 
December to make a final 
decision. 

“This proposal was de¬ 
signed to meet Asia's in¬ 
frastructure development 
and promote Asia's con¬ 
nectivity and also deepen 
regional cooperation for 
the sake of development,” 
said Chinese President Xi 
Jinping during a meeting 
with the foreign envoys in 
the Great Hall of the Peo¬ 


ple in central Beijing. 

"The very fact that repre¬ 
sentatives from the 57 pro¬ 
spective founding mem¬ 
bers are gathering in this 
room today is testimony to 
this spirit of solidarity, co¬ 
operation, openness and 
inclusiveness.” 

China's voting share may 
be diluted as more mem¬ 
bers join. Vice Finance Min¬ 
ister Shi Yaobin told the of¬ 
ficial Xinhua News Agency. 
“China is not deliberately 
seeking a veto power,” said 
Shi, according to Xinhua.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Tour¬ 
ists on holiday in Greece 
offered advice to others 
Monday: Bring extra euros. 
Several reported having 
some anxious moments 
over the weekend thanks 
to empty ATMs and mer¬ 
chants refusing credit 
cards, but the inconve¬ 
niences eased as ATMs 
were replenished Monday. 
“We were finally able to 
get cash out of an ATM to¬ 
day, thankfully, since we 
are running out of euros 
we got in the U.S.,” said An¬ 
thony Adornato, a college 


professor from Syracuse, 
New York, heading from 
Athens to the island of Kea 
with three other Americans. 
“We thought we would 
have to start rationing, but 
luckily found an ATM that 
worked after two days of 
having no luck with others.” 
They’d tried five ATMs be¬ 
fore finding one with cash, 
and many merchants had 
refused to take their credit 
cards. Richard Joplin, a re¬ 
altor in Austin, Texas, arrived 
in Athens Monday with his 
two daughters for a 10-day 
holiday. “So far we have 
only been inconvenienced 
with restaurants and cabs 


only wanting cash,” he 
said. “I brought euros with 
me for that reason.” But he 
didn't bring enough to last 
the trip, and hoped he’d 
be able to use credit cards 
and ATMs later in the trip. 
But others reported no 
problems. “So far so good 
because we’ve only been 
here for a day and came 
with a lot of euros,” said 
Chloe O’Brien, 21, of New 
York City, traveling with her 
grandma and two aunts to 
Athens and Mykonos. 

Laura Simoes, visiting Ke¬ 
falonia from New Hamp¬ 
shire, said she had “neither 
seen, nor felt, any impact 


from the economic crisis. 
... Nearly every market, 
restaurant, etcetera has 
taken our credit card and 
never suggested they'd 
rather have cash.” 

Greeks can only withdraw 
60 euros ($67) per account 
daily from banks, but the 
limits do not apply to for¬ 
eigners. 

The tour group company 
smarTours, which is sending 
several groups to Greece 
in a few weeks, is not see¬ 
ing cancellations and is 
simply advising clients to 
bring euros. 

“It is our understanding 
that our various suppliers 
are preparing for shortages 
of goods by stocking up,” 
said smarTours co-CEO 
Greg Geronemus. “At this 
time, we do not believe 
that travelers are at risk, but 
this is a fluid situation and 
we are monitoring it very 
closely.” 

The Tauck tour compa¬ 
ny currently has a cruise 
group finishing up with 
three nights in Athens. “We 
were in touch with our ho¬ 
tel and our tour director 
earlier today, and both re¬ 
port that daily life is going 
on normally,” said spokes¬ 
man Tom Armstrong. 

Jim Christoforidis, a doctor 
in Chicago who was born 
in Greece and who's plan¬ 
ning to travel there later 
this summer with his wife 
to visit family, said they’ll 


“probably withdraw a sub¬ 
stantial amount of euros" 
to bring. The biggest issue, 
he said, will be safeguard¬ 
ing the cash. 

“Because we’ll be stay¬ 
ing with family, it’s less of 
a concern,” he said. “But 
we’ve heard stories of peo¬ 
ple staying in hotels deal¬ 
ing with theft.” 

Nikolitsa Katsoulias, of Otta¬ 
wa, Canada, who is plan¬ 
ning a trip with her fiance 
the last two weeks of July 
to Athens, Corfu and Zaky- 
nthos, booked the trip on 
a credit card that allows 
cancellations of airfare 
and other prepaid travel, 
“but we decided to go 
ahead with our plans any¬ 
way. After speaking to fam¬ 
ily in Greece, they advised 
us to bring extra euros with 
us and not to worry. We 
are going to take a leap 
of faith and trust that we 
will still enjoy our two weeks 
with the possibility that we 
may hit some bumps along 
the way.” 

Travelers with standard trip 
insurance probably are 
not covered if they elect 
to cancel a trip simply be¬ 
cause of economic turmoil. 
“A traveler would need a 
covered reason to cancel 
and economic events are 
not covered explicitly in our 
U.S. travel insurance plans," 
said Luke Hilty, global head 
of travel products at AIG.

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Human rights team in Mexico still waits access to soldiers

MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 

Mexican government has 
still not arranged for an in¬ 
dependent team of inves¬ 
tigators to interview soldiers 
with knowledge of events in 
which 43 college students 
disappeared in southern 
Mexico last year. 

The team from the Inter- 


American Commission on 
Human Rights said Monday 
in a news conference that 
the government wrote on 
Sunday that officials are 
still analyzing the request 
three months after it was 
made. The group said the 
delay limited its ability to 
advance. 

“The official answer that we 
have is that there is still no 


answer,” said investigator 
Francisco Cox. Soldiers from 
the army’s 27th Battalion in 
Iguala responded to the 
scenes where the attacks 
occurred. The indepen¬ 
dent investigators said they 
want to interview several 
dozen soldiers just as they 
have with other witnesses. 
The government says stu¬ 
dents from a rural teachers 


college in the state of Guer¬ 
rero were seized by police 
in Iguala on Sept. 26, and 
turned over to a criminal 
gang that killed and incin¬ 
erated them. The remains 
of only one of the students 
have been identified. 

Since the team's last up¬ 
date in May, they visited 
the Iguala police station, 
the dump in Cocula where 


the government says the 
students' remains were 
burned and the river where 
the ashes were allegedly 
dumped. They also said 
they had interviewed for¬ 
mer Iguala Mayor Jose Luis 
Abarca and his wife, Maria 
de los Angeles Pineda, who 
the government has said 
ordered the capture of the 
students. □

Report: Mickelson 
tied to money 
laundering, 
gambling case

Phil Mickelson wired millions 
of dollars to a middleman, 
who then laundered that 
money as part of “an illegal 
gambling operation which 
accepted and placed 
bets on sporting events,” 
according to a report from 
ESPN's Outside the Lines. 
According to the report, 
Mickelson transferred the 
money to 56-year-old Greg 
Silveira of La Quinta, Calif., 
who has pleaded guilty 
to three federal counts of 
money laundering as part 
of a plea deal.

Kyle Busch grabs 1st win of season as comeback rolls on

SONOMA, Calif. (AP) — Af¬ 
ter two practice sessions 
at Sonoma Raceway, Kyle 
Busch spent an evening ic¬ 
ing his surgically repaired 
left foot. 

He repeated the routine 
the night before Sunday’s 
race, all in an effort to mini¬ 
mize pain and give himself 
the best chance to pick up 
a much-needed victory. 
Just five races after return¬ 
ing from a broken right leg 
and shattered left foot, 
Busch made his way to 
victory lane to continue 
what already has been 
an impressive comeback. 
He chased down Jimmie 
Johnson to win Sunday at 
Sonoma Raceway for his 
first NASCAR Sprint Cup Se¬ 
ries victory in 35 races. 

The next goal for Busch? 
Cracking the top 30 in 
points to earn a berth in the 
Chase for the Sprint Cup 
championship. 

“Now I don’t have to bust 
my butt and overdrive the 
car every week in order to 
get wins,” Busch said. “Now 
I can just concentrate on 
running top-three, top-five, 
top-eight — just getting 
those finishes and points. 


“If we can do that, the 
points have got to come 
and fall on the line.” 

Busch was injured when he 
crashed into a concrete 
wall during the Feb. 21 Xfin- 
ity Series race the day be¬ 
fore the Daytona 500. He 
missed 11 races but recov¬ 
ered far faster than anyone 


expected and returned to 
racing late last month. 
NASCAR granted him a 
waiver upon his return that 
made him Chase eligible 
should he qualify, and Sun¬ 
day’s victory is the first step. 
But he still must rank inside 
the top-30 in points to make 
the Chase. He started Sun¬ 


day's race ranked 39th in 
the standings, and the win 
moved him to 37th. 

He has 10 races left to 
crack the top 30 — he’s 136 
points out of 30th — and 
heads next week back to 
Daytona, where his season 
nearly ended before it be¬ 
gan. 

To crack the top 30, Busch 
has to average roughly a 
14th-place finish in each of 
the next 10 races. 
“Certainly it’s feasible, this 
team is good enough,” 
Busch said. 

Kurt Busch finished second 
as the brothers notched 
their first 1-2 finish in Sprint 
Cup. 

“I was trying to think if we’ve 
ever finished one two, and 
we did it today. 

That’s a pretty special mo¬ 
ment,” Kurt Busch said. 
“I've got over 500 starts. I 
know he’s over 300. Can 
you imagine, 800 starts be¬ 
tween the two of us, we 
almost have 30 wins each, 
and that’s the first time 
we’ve ever finished one- 
two? 

“I now I wish I would have 
gotten up there and 
moved him." 

Busch also praised his little 
brother's comeback from 


both his injuries and in win¬ 
ning on a course in which 
he needed to rely heavily 
on both legs. 

“To have your leg broken, 
your foot shattered, to 
never be injured and out of 
the car... rehab is very diffi¬ 
cult, and it is a mental chal¬ 
lenge, and I’m very proud 
of Kyle for what he’s done 
to get back in the car as 
soon as he did,” Kurt said. 
“Then to be competitive 
at a track with hard, hard 
braking and to use his left 
foot to drive to victory lane. 
I’m very proud of him." 
Busch’s win at Sonoma was 
aided by a terrific restart 
with seven laps remaining. 
On fresh tires, he picked his 
way past five cars and set 
his sights on leader Jimmie 
Johnson. 

Johnson, who did not pit 
during the final caution, 
was a sitting duck for driv¬ 
ers on new tires. 

Johnson was immediately 
concerned about not pit¬ 
ting under the final caution 
when he saw Bowyer lead 
a pack of cars in for ser¬ 
vice, but crew chief Chad 
Knaus remained upbeat on 
the radio and insisted they 
were still going to win the 
raceO

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Serena Williams’ Wimbledon starts slow; Venus wins 6-0, 6-0

LONDON (AP) — As has be¬ 
come customary for Sere¬ 
na Williams of late, she got 
off to a rocky start. 

In her first-round match at 
Wimbledon on Monday, 
Williams dropped three of 
the first four games. She 
slipped and nearly did the 
splits, tumbling to the turf. 
She was warned for using 
foul language. 

And, as has also become 
customary for Williams, she 
wound up with a victory. 
The No. 1-seeded Williams 
extended her pursuit of a 
fourth consecutive major 
title and her bid for a cal¬ 
endar-year Grand Slam, 
too, by taking 11 of the last 
13 games to beat 113th- 
ranked qualifier Margarita 
Gasparyan 6-4, 6-1. Wil¬ 
liams has won her past 22 
Grand Slam matches. 
“There are a lot of expec¬ 
tations on her shoulders 
at the moment,” said Wil¬ 
liams’ coach, Patrick Mou- 
ratoglou. “It took her may¬ 
be six games to get going. 
At 3-all, she started to relax 
and play. And then there 
was no match." 

Gasparyan came in 0-3 
in tour-level matches and 
was making her Wimble¬ 
don main-draw debut. 
“When I (saw) her before 
match,” Gasparyan said, 
“I thought, ‘Oh, my God. 
I’m playing Serena.’” 

Yet the 20-year-old Russian 
played unafraid at the out¬ 
set, and her one-handed 
backhand withstood Wil¬ 
liams' power for about a 
half-hour. Then, Gasparyan 
explained, Williams began 
playing “unbelievable,” 
taking five straight games 
and 22 of 29 points in one 
stretch. 

It was, otherwise, a mostly 
routine Day 1 for the big¬ 
gest names on the sched¬ 
ule. Defending champion 


Novak Djokovic — and 
the player he lost to in 
the French Open final this 
month. No. 4 Stan Wawrin- 
ka — won in straight sets. 
So did 2004 Wimbledon 
champion Maria Sharapo¬ 
va and two other major 
title winners and former No. 
1-ranked women, Victoria 
Azarenka and Ana Iva- 
novic. 

Williams improved to 33-1 
in 2015, competing for the 
first time since winning her 
20th Grand Slam singles tro¬ 
phy at the French Open. En 
route to that title, Williams 
lost the opening set in four 
matches. 

There, Mouratoglou said, 
“she had to dig deep to 
find a way to get her real 
level,” in part because Wil¬ 
liams was dealing with an 
illness. On Monday, the 
cause for the poor begin¬ 


ning was twofold, he said: 
Williams hadn’t played on 
grass since she was at the 
All England Club a year 
ago, and she felt some 
nerves. 

Really? Jitters? 

“Of course she’s nervous, 
because she cares. She 
wants to do well. She wants 
to win, and she wants it re¬ 
ally bad,” Mouratoglou 
said. “If after all these years, 
she wouldn’t be nervous, 
it would mean, probably, 
that she would not care 
enough to keep on play¬ 
ing." 

If, a fortnight from now, 
the 33-year-old Williams 
were to win Wimbledon for 
a sixth time, she would be 
the oldest women’s ma¬ 
jor champion in the Open 
era of professional tennis, 
which began in 1968. She 
also would complete a 


self-styled “Serena Slam” 
of four major titles in a row, 
something she pulled off in 
2002-03. ~ 

“It's definitely historic, 
I guess. But it's also six 
matches away,” Williams 
said. “It’s definitely not 
guaranteed.” 

And she would head to the 
U.S. Open with a chance 
to become the first player 
since Steffi Graf in 1988 to 
win all four majors in a sin¬ 
gle season. 

“It's a pretty good chance," 
Williams’ older sister, Venus, 
said about the prospect of 
a true Grand Slam. “Hasn't 
been done that often. But 
then again, she’s done a 
lot of things that haven’t 
been done that often.” 
Venus Williams, whose 
seven Grand Slam titles in¬ 
clude five at Wimbledon, 
could say the same about 


herself, including Monday’s 
6-0, 6-0 victory over 36th- 
ranked Madison Brengle of 
the U.S. 

It was the first so-called 
“double bagel" at the All 
England Club in six years 
— No. 14 Andrea Petkov- 
ic added another later 
against Shelby Rogers of 
the U.S. — and first for the 
elder Williams on a grass 
court since her first match 
on the surface, back in 
1997.“I don’t remember 
that match," she said. “I'm 
sure I enjoyed it." 

If she and her sister can 
each win twice more this 
week, they would face 
each other Monday in the 
fourth round. That would 
be their first Grand Slam 
meeting since Serena won 
the 2009 Wimbledon final, 
and their earliest matchup 
at a major in a decadeO

Looking for love on a dating app? You may find music instead

NEW YORK (AP) — In your 
quest to find a date, a 
spouse or a hook-up, you 
might discover something 
else when using dating 
apps: new music. 

From Madonna to Mariah 
Carey, an increasing num¬ 
ber of acts are looking to 
platforms like Tinder and 
Match to promote their 
music and reach their fans 
on-the-go. Madonna's lat¬ 
est album was advertised 
on Grindr, an app for gay 
men, while Jason Derulo 
looked to Tinder to debut 
a music video. 

Carey launched a profile 
on Match.com to pre¬ 
miere her music video for 
the single, “Infinity,” and 
last week DJ-producer Af- 
rojack took over Match’s 
Twitter account for eight 
hours to answer questions 
about love and relation¬ 
ships while promoting his 
new single, “SummerTh- 
ing!” 

"You want to go where 
your fans are, where your 
potential fans are. And 
you can't just promote 
on iTunes — you’ve got 
to think of other ways to 
reach an audience,” said 
Joel Simkhai, the founder 
and CEO of Grindr. 

Simkhai said Madonna’s 
team contacted Grin¬ 
dr about collaborating. 
They launched a con¬ 
test around Valentine’s 
Day where users would 
change their profile pho¬ 
tos to mimic the album 
cover of “Rebel Heart” — 
where Madonna’s face is 
wrapped with wires. Five 
winners earned a chance 
to live chat with the pop 
icon, who released the al¬ 
bum in March. 

"She was very keen with 
having chats with actual 
Grindr users,” Simkhai said. 


“That was her idea.” 

Gay fans have long sup¬ 
ported Madonna, who 
has advocated gay rights 
for decades. Grindr also 
worked with Lady Gaga 
in 2011 when she released 
“Born This Way,” even pro¬ 


viding a link to iTunes to 
download the No. 1 hit. 
Zedd, the Grammy-win- 
ning DJ-producer, worked 
with Tinder to promote his 
album, “True Colors,” re¬ 
leased last month. While 
searching for suitors. Tinder 
users would come across 
Zedd's promotional profile 
and if they swiped right 
— which means "like” — 
they could purchase the 
25-year-old's album at a 
discounted price of $3.99 
(it currently costs $7.99 on 


iTunes). 

“Music is something that 
is so woven into the life of 
millennials, as is meeting 
new people, that there's 
just an incredible amount 
of overlap between the 
two,” said Phil Schwartz, 


Tinder’s head of market¬ 
ing. “Tinder’s always been 
talked about as a social 
discovery app, and I think 
this is more evidence that 
this is true." 

“Tinder is where millennials 
are, and if you combine 
that with the fact that the 
platform is highly, high¬ 
ly engaging, you have 
something really, really 
powerful,” he added. 
Tinder or Interscope Re¬ 
cords, Zedd’s label, 
wouldn’t say how many 


albums sold on Tinder, 
but the sales from the 
app counted toward 
the 39,000 copies “True 
Colors" pushed in its first 
week, helping it debut at 
No. 4 on the Billboard 200 
albums chart. 


Schwartz said 85 percent 
of Tinder users are be¬ 
tween the ages 18-34, and 
the average user spends 
about 11 minutes on the 
app each day — one of 
the main reasons Derulo 
launched the video for 
"Want to Want Me,” a Top 
5 hit, on Tinder. 

“I see this app as the wave 
of the future. I know my 
fans will swipe right," De¬ 
rulo said in a statement. 
PlentyofFish also worked 
with Derulo when the web¬ 


site appeared in the music 
video for his song “Ridin 
Solo” in 2010. The dating 
service also appeared in 
Britney Spears, Flo Rida 
and Kesha's videos. In ad¬ 
dition to finding a place 
in Gaga's “Telephone" 
video, PlentyofFish worked 
with the star during a U.S. 
tour, giving fans a chance 
to win tickets and back- 
stage passes. 

Other artists also have 
found ways to work with 
dating apps: Hilary Duff, 
a regular Tinder user for 
real dates, used the app's 
interface in her latest mu¬ 
sic video, and Limp Bizkit 
frontman Fred Durst is the 
director behind recent 
commercials for eHarmo- 
ny, the dating service that 
has worked with Nata¬ 
lie Cole and used her hit, 
“This Will Be,” in TV and ra¬ 
dio ads. 

Grindr—which has 2 million 
active daily users — said 
the company’s success 
with music partnerships is 
leading to more work this 
summer. After collaborat¬ 
ing with Madonna, who 
has a deal with Live Na¬ 
tion, Grindr is continuing 
to work with the concert 
promoter and is expected 
to launch campaigns with 
Nicki Minaj and Idina Men- 
zel. 

Grindr is also expected 
to work with Ciara, Jessie 
J, Disclosure and others 
through Goldenvoice, the 
company that created 
the Coachella Valley Mu¬ 
sic and Arts Festival, op¬ 
erates music venues and 
promotes hundreds of 
concerts each year. 

“This is a win-win for us. Our 
users are very interested 
in music, very interested 
in entertainment,” Sim¬ 
khai said. "We like to show 
them things that (are) rel¬ 
evant to them."0

AP: Chinese premier 
calls for deal to keep 
Greece in eurozone

BRUSSELS (AP) — The prime 
minister of China, the Euro¬ 
pean Union’s No. 2 trading 
partner, called Monday on 
Greece and its creditors to 
reach a last-minute deal 
that will allow Greece to 
remain in the eurozone. 
“Whether Greece stays 
within the euro is not only 
a question that concerns 
Europe, but also concerns 
China and Europe,” Li Keq- 
iang told reporters at the 
end of an EU-China summit 
meeting in Brussels. “In ad¬ 
dition, this is also something 
that concerns world finan¬ 
cial stability and economic 
recovery.” 

Li noted his country is a 
major customer and sup¬ 
plier for the 28-nation EU, 
and a long-term holder of 
eurobonds. He said China 
is in favor of a united and 
prosperous EU, as well as a 
strong euro. 

“That is why China wants 
to see Greece stay in the 
euro, stay in the euro¬ 
zone, and we urge rele¬ 
vant creditors to reach an 
agreement with the Greek 
government at an early 
time,” the Chinese premier 
said. Li’s visit marked the 
40th anniversary of the es¬ 
tablishment of official ties 
between China and the 
EU. According to EU of¬ 
ficials, China is the bloc’s 
second most important 
trading partner behind the 
United States, accounting 
in 2014 for 14 percent of its 
total trade in goods out¬ 
side the EU, compared to 9 
percent in 2004. 

One of Li’s hosts, Europe¬ 
an Commission President 
Jean-Claude Juncker, said 
two-way trade now sur¬ 
passes 1 billion euros (dol¬ 
lars) a day, but added in a 
speech that “we have to 
do better to interconnect.” 
One area where China 
and the EU haven’t seen 
eye to eye is restrictions on 
carbon emissions. Li told 
reporters China is making 
“strenuous efforts” and will 
inform U.N. officials by Tues¬ 
day of its proposed nation¬ 
al contribution to reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
in preparation for the in¬ 
ternational conference on 
climate change to be held 
in Paris this November and 
December. □

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Disney merges consumer product, interactive divisions 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Dis¬ 
ney is merging its consum¬ 
er product and interac¬ 
tive divisions, a move that 
acknowledges the shared 
goals of important product 
lines like the Disney Infinity 
video game franchise and 
the upcoming line of wear¬ 
able toys called Playma- 
tion. 

The change is “in response 
to changing consumer 
preferences in a market¬ 
place increasingly influ¬ 


enced by technology,” 
the Burbank, California, 
company said Monday. 
The new division also in¬ 
cludes its publishing unit, 
which puts out children's 
books, e-books and apps 
and had been part of con¬ 
sumer products previously. 
The combined unit will be 
co-chaired by the presi¬ 
dents of the consumer 
products and interactive 
divisions, Leslie Ferraro and 
Jimmy Pitaro. 


Although the Walt Disney 
Co. is aiming to maximize 
efficiencies along with 
speeding innovation, it is 
not planning any layoffs. 
The change ends a rocky 
reporting period for the 
Interactive division, which 
posted years of big losses 
upon having its results bro¬ 
ken out in late 2008. The unit 
was stung by an expensive 
foray into console games. 
An attempt to push into 
mobile and social games 


with the purchase of game 
makers Tapulous and Play- 
dom in 2010 largely fell flat. 
The division finally be¬ 
came consistently profit¬ 
able starting in the quarter 
through September 2013, 
lifted by the launch of Dis¬ 
ney Infinity, a video game 
series that links real-world 
toys with on-screen virtual 
worlds and spans charac¬ 
ters from Disney, Pixar and 
in the future, Marvel and 
Star Wars. 


Tom Staggs, Disney’s chief 
operating officer who had 
been tasked with oversee¬ 
ing the combination, said 
in a statement, “a shared 
innovation strategy will en¬ 
able this new segment to 
create unique and engag¬ 
ing products and experi¬ 
ences.”

US pending home sales climb to 9-year high in May

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
Americans signed con¬ 
tracts to purchase homes 
in May, as pending sales 
climbed to their highest 
level in more than nine 
years. 

The National Association 
of Realtors said Monday 
that its seasonally adjusted 
pending home sales index 
rose 0.9 percent to 112.6 
last month. The index has in¬ 
creased 10.4 percent over 
the past 12 months, putting 
it just below the April 2006 
level — which was more 
than a year before the 
housing bust triggered the 
Great Recession. 

The steady job growth 
coupled with low but rising 
mortgage rates has creat¬ 
ed greater urgency to buy 
homes. The gains reflect 
both a stronger economy 
but also the pressures to 
purchase a home before 
both prices and the cost of 
borrowing become poten¬ 
tially unaffordable. 

“The May pending sales 
index points to either a 
small gain in actual sales 


in June or at least a main¬ 
tenance of the stronger 
pace reported for May,” 
said Joshua Shapiro, chief 
U.S. economist at the con¬ 
sultancy MFR. 

Completed sales of existing 
homes jumped 5.1 percent 
last month to a season¬ 
ally adjusted annual rate 
of 5.35 million, the Real¬ 
tors said last week. Median 
home prices climbed 7.9 
percent over the past 12 
months to $228,700, about 
$1,700 shy of the July 2006 
peak. 

The recent gains are not 
evenly spread. 

The number of signed 
contracts increased in 
the higher-priced North¬ 
east and West markets last 
month, while dipping in the 
Midwest and South. 
Pending sales are a ba¬ 
rometer of future purchas¬ 
es. A one- to two-month 
lag usually exists between 
a contract and a complet¬ 
ed sale. 

Employers have added 3.1 
million jobs over the past 12 
months, as the six-year re¬ 
covery is finally generating 
the momentum to sustain 


job growth at a pace that 
is boosting home sales. 
Relatively low mortgage 
rates have aided the real 
estate market. But those 
same rates have increased 
in recent weeks, potential¬ 
ly causing more would-be 
buyers to close sales be¬ 
fore higher rates hurt their 
ability to purchase a home. 


Average rates for a 30-year 
fixed-rate mortgage were 
4.02 percent last week, 
up slightly from 4 percent 
in the prior week, accord¬ 
ing mortgage giant Fred¬ 
die Mac. The average has 
risen from a 52-week low of 
3.59 percent. 

Some economists say that 
the job gains should be ad¬ 


equate to overcome the 
drag from higher rates. 

“We think the housing mar¬ 
ket can cope with slightly 
higher mortgage rates, 
taking home sales to new 
post-crash highs over the 
next few months," said 
Ian Shepherdson, chief 
economist at Pantheon 
Macroeconomics. □ 


Sysco pulling out of US Foods buyout after FTC move 


NEW YORK (AP) — Sysco 
is scrapping its proposed 
$3.5 billion buyout of US 
Foods after a Federal 
Trade Commission legal 
victory that temporarily 
blocked the deal to com¬ 
bine the two food-service 
companies. 

The FTC opposed the deal, 
saying it would reduce 
competition by putting 75 
percent of the national 


market for suppliers to res¬ 
taurants and other food- 
service operations under 
the control of one compa¬ 
ny. The U.S. Disfricf Court in 
Washington, D.C., granted 
the halt on Tuesday. 

The end of the deal will 
cost Sysco. It will pay $300 
million to US Foods and 
$12.5 million to another 
company. Performance 
Foods Group, in breakup 


fees. Performance Foods 
had a deal to buy 11 US 
Foods facilities in 11 mar¬ 
kets. 

The deal, announced in 
December 2013, was origi¬ 
nally intended to close in 
2014, but opposition from 
anfifrust regulators de¬ 
layed that. 

“After reviewing our op¬ 
tions, including whether to 
appeal the Court’s deci¬ 


sion, we have concluded 
that it’s in the best interests 
of all our stakeholders to 
move on,” said Bill DeL- 
aney, Sysco president and 
CEO, in a statement. 
DeLaney said the compa¬ 
ny will continue to pursue 
cost-saving opportunities 
and acquisitions. The com¬ 
pany’s board of directors 
has also approved an ad¬ 
ditional $3 billion in stock 


buybacks over the next 
two years to offset dilution 
from benefit and stock op¬ 
tion plans. 

Shares of Sysco, based 
in Flouston, rose 1.6 per¬ 
cent to $39 in premarket 
trading. Rosemont, Illinois-

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — As 

Kurdish rebels in northern 
Syria rack up wins against 
the Islamic State group, 
Turkish media is abuzz with 
talk of a long-debated 
military intervention to push 
the Islamic militants back 
from the Turkish border — a 
move that will also outflank 
any Kurdish attempts to 
create a state along Tur¬ 
key’s southern frontier. 
Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan chaired a 
National Security Council 
meeting Monday which 
covered developments in 
Syria and pro-government 
newspapers were rife with 
purported proposals, rang¬ 
ing from loosening the rules 
of engagement to give 
Turkish troops a freer hand 
to fire into Syria, to a tanks- 
and-troops invasion aimed 
at occupying a 110-kilome- 
ter (70-mile) long, 33-kilo- 
meter (20-mile) wide buffer 
zone. 

The burst of tough talk has 
analysts “scratching their 
heads about what to make 
of all of this,” Aaron Stein, 
an associate fellow at the 
London-based RUSI think 
tank, said in a Twitter mes¬ 
sage. 

In a telephone interview, 
Stein said the new talk of 
action was due in part to 
dramatic Kurdish gains in 
Syria, where rebels have 
scored a series of victories 
against IS, most notably in 
the border town of Tal Aby- 


ad. That key transit point is 
not far from the IS's Syrian 
power base of Raqqa. 

The capture of Tal Abyad 
opened ways for Kurds 
to connect their strong¬ 
hold in Syria’s northeast to 
the once-badly isolated 
border town of Kobani — 
which famously resisted a 
months-long Islamic State 
siege — and perhaps even 
the Kurdish enclave of Afrin 
in Syria’s northwest. 

Turkish officials fear the cre¬ 
ation of a vast and contigu¬ 
ous zone of Kurdish control 
could stir up separatist sen¬ 
timent among its own Kurd¬ 
ish minority. Ankara is con¬ 
cerned over reports that 
Kurdish rebels are chasing 
other ethnic groups, such 
as Arabs and Turkmens, 
out of the areas under their 
control. 

Ankara is also eager to 
shake accusations that it is 
turning a blind eye to the 
Islamic State group — es¬ 
pecially after photos were 
published showing the 
grinning fanatics within a 
stone's throw of the Turkish 
border during the battle for 
Tal Abyad, Sfein said. 

There is no evidence fhaf 
Turkey did anything except 
stay out of fhe fight, but 
Stein said the pictures were 
embarrassing. 

“You had ISIS fighters walk¬ 
ing within 10 feet (3 meters) 
of the border, smiling and 
waving at Turkish border 
guards," he said, using an 
acronym for Islamic Sfate. 
“Thaf gives the impression 
of complicify. 


If’s very damaging to 
Ankara.” 

The idea of military inter¬ 
vention across the border 
remains unpopular in Tur¬ 
key. Any battles in urban 
areas would almost cer¬ 
tainly mean heavy ca¬ 
sualties in a fight against 
a determined and en¬ 
trenched foe. The Dogan 
News Agency on Mon¬ 
day broadcast footage 
of whaf it said were IS 
militants digging ditch¬ 
es and planting mines 
across from the Turkish 
border. 

Even a more limited in¬ 
tervention, such as artil¬ 
lery or air strikes, could 
increase the flow of Syr¬ 
ians seeking shelter in

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Hyundai sees green future in hydrogen-powered cars

YONGIN, South Korea (AP) 

— Hyundai Motor Co. said 
Monday it believes hydro¬ 
gen fuel cell vehicles are 
the future for eco-friendly 
cars despite challenges of 
limited infrastructure and 
slow sales. 

South Korea’s largest au¬ 
tomaker has sold or leased 
273 Tucson fuel cell SUVs 
since beginning production 
in 2013, lower than its 1,000 
target, mostly in Europe 
and California. 

Kim Sae Hoon, general 
manager at Hyundai's fuel 
cell engineering design 
team, said fuel cell cars 
represent a bigger oppor¬ 
tunity than electric cars 
because competition is less 
fierce. Hydrogen-powered 
cars also give more flex¬ 
ibility to designers, he said. 
They can be scaled to big 
vehicles such as buses as 
well as small cars. 

They can also be refueled 
as quickly as gasoline cars 
while traveling more miles 
than electric vehicles. The 
Tucson's Europe model, 
called ix35 Fuel Cell, can 
travel up to 594 kilometers 


(369 miles) while its U.S. 
model travels up to 265 
miles (426 kilometers) on 
one charge. It emits water 
vapor and no greenhouse 
gases. High prices and the 


dearth of fueling stations 
are barriers to sales of fuel 
cell vehicles. Hyundai said 
it will be another 10 years 
before hydrogen cars 
start gaining wider accep¬ 
tance. In the meantime, 
sales of eco-friendly cars 
are dominated by hybrid 
models such as Toyota’s 
Prius and electric vehicles 
such as Nissan's Leaf, which 
are more affordable than 
fuel cell cars. Hyundai also 
produces hybrid cars and 
electric vehicles. It plans 
to invest 11.3 trillion won 
($10 billion) in eco-friendly 
technology including hy¬ 


brid cars, electric battery 
vehicles and hydrogen fuel 
cells in the four years from 
2015. To boost sales, Hyun¬ 
dai slashed the Tucson fuel 
cell’s price in South Korea 
in February to 85 million 
won ($76,000) from 150 mil¬ 
lion won ($134,000). South 
Korean customers are lo¬ 
cal government offices as 
there is no government 
subsidy for consumers. 
South Korea’s government 
plans to establish 10 charg¬ 
ing stations for fuel cell cars 
and expects 1,000 hydro¬ 
gen-powered vehicles will 
be on the streets in South 


Korea by 2020. 

Japan started production 
of hydrogen-powered cars 
later than South Korea but 
such vehicles are expe¬ 
riencing faster growth in 
Japan with support from 
Prime Minister Shinzo Abe’s 
government. 

Toyota started sales of its 
Mirai fuel cell sedan in De¬ 
cember and has decided 
to increase production 
to 3,000 vehicles in 2017, 
which is quadruple produc¬ 
tion this year. The company 
said it received 1,500 orders 
in the first month of sales in 
Japan.Q

Miss USA has aired on NBC 
since 2003, and this year's 
edition was set for July 12. 
“At NBC, respect and 
dignity for all people are 
cornerstones of our values,” 
NBC said in a statement. 
Trump’s reply: a “weak” 
NBC should prepare to 
meet him in court. 

NBC's action comes less 
than a week after Univision 
similarly decided to ditch 
Trump and the pageants. 
Trump has also been a 
fixture on NBC as host of 
“The Apprentice” and its 
celebrity offshoot, and an 
agreement that he would 
no longer be on the show 
predated the current 
controversy. The network 
said Monday that it and 
producer Mark Burnett are 
exploring ways to continue 
“Celebrity Apprentice" 
sans Trump. 


Trump said he anticipated 
losing the business 
relationship and that he’s 
not apologizing for his 
statements because they 
“were correct." 

“Whatever they want to do 
is OK with me,” Trump told 
reporters in Chicago after 
a campaign speech to 
civic leaders. 

But in a statement issued 
by his company in New 
York, Trump said “NBC is 
weak, and like everybody 
else is trying to be politically 
correct. That is why our 
country is in serious trouble.” 
He said he'd consider 
suing, as he plans to do 
with Univision. He also took 
a shot at NBC’s decision to 
demote, but not fire, news 
anchor Brian Williams for 
telling false stories about 
some of the reporting he 
was involved in. 

“They will stand behind lying 
Brian Williams, but won’t 
stand behind people that 
tell it like it is, as unpleasant 
as that may be,” he said. 
During his presidential 
kickoff speech. Trump said 
Mexican immigrants are 
“bringing drugs, they’re 
bringing crime, they’re 
rapists and some, I assume, 
are good people." He 
called for building a wall 
along the southern border 
of the United States. 
Trump later said that his 
remarks were directed at 
U.S. policymakers, not the 


Mexican government or its 
people. 

The National Hispanic 
Leadership Agenda, 

a group of 39 Latino 
advocacy organizations, 
had called on NBC to 
get out of business with 
Trump. Similarly, a petition 
urging the same thing on 
the Change.org website 
had gathered more than 
218,000 signatures. 

In a sense, NBC’s hand 
was forced by Univision's 
decision. NBC's parent 
company, NBC Universal, 
owns Telemundo, the chief 
competitor to Univision 
among Spanish-language 
networks in the United 
States. Telemundo lost the 
contract to air Miss USA and 
Miss Universe to Univision. 

“If they need and value 
the Latino community, they 
needed to show they knew 
the depth of the insult that 
came from Trump,” said 
Felix Sanchez, organizer 
for the National Hispanic 
Leadership Agenda. 
Dozens of protesters — from 
immigrant and Latino rights 
groups — waited outside 
of a downtown Chicago 
restaurant where Trump 
spoke. Their chats included 
“No more hate!” 

Maritza Vaca, with the 
Chicago-based Accion 
Hispano, said immigrants 
have rights and was upset 
by Trump's comments. “It is 
racism,” she said. .□ 
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Early, weighty choices in ‘Frontline’ doc ‘Growing Up Trans’

NEW YORK (AP) — “Grow¬ 
ing Up Trans” explores the 
transgender phenomenon 
as younger people than 
ever (and their parents) 
now experience it: a fron¬ 
tier of possibilities and un¬ 
knowns, and a minefield 
of high-stakes choices for 
these youngsters as they 
also navigate the changes 
adolescence brings. 

Airing on the “Frontline” 
documentary series (Tues¬ 
day on PBS; check local list¬ 
ings), it begins with 9-year- 
old Lia (formerly Liam) 
Hegarty, who says she 
transitioned when she was 
about 7 and now is “almost 
completely female.” 
Ticking off the steps with 
each finger, she says, “I’ve 
changed my name, my 
clothes, my room and my 
pronouns. And that's re¬ 
ally all you need.” Except 
for the fifth step, she adds, 
looking ahead as she pres¬ 
ents her thumb: “Surgery 
and medicine.” 

But through it all looms 
doubt and risk. 

“We're asking families to 
take some leaps of faith,” 
says Dr. Robert Garofalo of 
Lurie Children's Hospital in 
Chicago, who cites vexing 
uncertainties from as-yet- 
unproven drugs and pro¬ 
cedures. 

“How realistic is it to believe 
that a 14-, 15-, or 16-year- 
old has the capacity to 


make that kind of deci¬ 
sion for him or herself? But 
at the same time, to deny 
them — that's tough," he 
says. “This is tough stuff.” 
Ariel (formerly Ian), 13, 
wants to have children 
someday, but not from 
sperm that could be stored 


from the male body she 
was born with. Yet she 
grieves that the girl she is 
transitioning into can never 
carry a child. 

Otherwise, she is pleased 
with the path she has cho¬ 
sen, and considers her pu¬ 
berty-blocking drugs “my 
lifesaver. Me turning into 
a man is just probably the 
most horrifying thing ever.” 
Though some adults may 
face a steep learning 


curve about transgender- 
ism, the younger genera¬ 
tion — whether trans or 
not — seems to be deal¬ 
ing with it. That was what 
led filmmakers Miri Navasky 
and Karen O'Connor to 
choose kids as their focus. 
“We thought going in¬ 


side a world that appears 
more accepting, and, 
through that lens, trying 
to tease out all the com¬ 
plications, might allow us 
to learn things that hadn’t 
been shown before,” says 
O'Connor. 

Indeed, they have jour¬ 
neyed back to square 
one for this new wave of 
subjects, capturing them 
much earlier in life than 
widely recognized trans 


trailblazers like Chaz Bono 
and Caitlyn Jenner. 

The veteran “Frontline” 
filmmaking team spent 
more than a year on 
“Growing Up Trans,” which 
left them marveling at how 
their young subjects “had 
processed an enormous 


amount about themselves 
and how they function in 
the world,” says Navasky. 
“They were so in touch with 
themselves." 

Meanwhile, the filmmakers 
realized they were telling 
a larger story than that of 
transgender people. 

“It also becomes about 
parenting," says O'Connor. 
“What do we do when 
faced with our child’s pain 
and anguish, in whatever 


form, and when faced 
with so many choices and 
medical unknowns?” 

Alex's parents feel bur¬ 
dened as they weigh the 
unknown consequences 
of puberty blockers meant 
to halt his menstruation. At 
13, Alex (formerly Karen) 
dreams of a flat chest, a 
deep voice and an Ad¬ 
am’s apple. He loves to 
skateboard with a couple 
of guys who, in a boys-will- 
be-boys display of male 
bonding, share how they 
“show him the ropes” of 
being a dude — like direct¬ 
ing him to burp out loud 
(“don’t try to hold it in”). 
When his parents meet 
with Alex's doctor to sign 
consent forms for his testos¬ 
terone regimen, they are 
braced for the necessary 
leap of faith. “When you 
see a child suffer and strug¬ 
gle the way we have seen 
Alex struggle,” his mother 
sums up, “we don’t have 
a choice.” Not every case 
is so communal. John's 
father refuses to accept 
his son’s chosen gender 
identity, explaining he feels 
“robbed — my daughter's 
gone" and voicing dis¬ 
belief that life as a male 
is “the path that God has 
planned for her.” Then we 
meet 18-year-old Lia Hod- 
son, who has run the gant¬ 
let of puberty blockers and 
cross-sex hormones and 
now is ready for the final 
step.Q

‘Magic Mike’ taught Pinkett Smith 
to be playful with husband

WEST HOLLYWOOD, Calif. 
(AP) — Jada Pinkett Smith 
wasn't exactly sure what 
she was getting into when 
she signed on for “Magic 


Mike XXL,” but she certain¬ 
ly didn't expect to come 
out of a movie about male 
strippers with some new 
theories on her own mar¬ 
riage. 

“It really taught me how 


to be more playful with my 
husband,” she says of Will 
Smith, her husband of 18 
years. 

On set, Pinkett Smith says 
she tried to fall back and 
not get in the way of the 
antics of the male-domi¬ 
nated cast. A friend had 
told her that women don’t 
know how to share space, 
that they dominate space. 
She took it to heart. 

“I really felt like this was a 
space for bro-time,” she 
said in a recent interview. 
“I tried to be respectful of 
that and I really enjoyed 
watching the men. It was 
so much fun to see and 
to realize men really need 


boy time.” 

Co-star Channing Tatum, 
seated nearby, chimed in 
to agree. He recounted a 
chat with a female friend 
who told him that when 
women get together with 
their girlfriends, they want 
to talk about life. About 
careers, kids, relationships, 
everything. 

“Guys don’t do that at all. 
We do the opposite. We do 
everything but talk about 
that,” said Tatum. “We cre¬ 
ate another little world. It’s 
like a pressure release. ... 
Men are just like monkeys 
beating on the walls of the 
cage.” 

But, Pinkett Smith said she 


learned that there can be 
a balance. 

Normally, she said, she’d 
just default to sitting back 
and watch her husband 
play. 

“He’s a silly man all day 
long. He’s the guy who 
hides behind the door and 
jumps out. He’s that guy. 
All day," she said, laugh¬ 
ing. “He's just a big freak¬ 
ing kid. I always play the 
role of like, ‘OK, you be the 
kid. OK, that’s cute.”’ 

But after “Magic Mike,” 
Pinkett Smith says she’s 
“learned to enjoy that 
playfulness in him much 
more and participate in it 
versus, like, tolerate it.’O 
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
